In response to the numerous 
objections to my. recent letter 
in the November 1st edition of 
Lambda regarding the Brier on 
Billnguallsm, I find It necessary 

to state more precisely the pur- 
pose and meaning of such a let- 
ter* Students .have approached 
me (unarmed, thank' God!) andall 
have asked the same question: 
"Why so crude?' 1 Well, I think 
I have the answer! 



The French students of Lau- 
rentlan have had it very cosy here 
for the past number of years* 
They have a French library, Fre- 
nch newspaper, French interest 
clubs, French representation In 
student government, but more 
Important— courses offered In F. 
leading to a French Bachelor of 
Arts degree* They also have 
their own Teachers' College* Bui 
my, my— to spite of the ever- 
Increasing number ofcoursesof- 
fered In French each September, 
the enrolment of French students 
steadily dwindles.. But do we, 
the English majority complain! 
Do we attack bllinguatism at this 
school? . Not in the leastl The 
President still maintains that as 
long as there is one student 
registered In a course , that cou- 
rse will be offered. And this has 
happened —only In the FRENCH 
section though. But what of the 
other students who have to sit 
In a class of 150 and are de- 
prived of the more beneficial 
form of tutorial classes? CI asses 
of Ave and ten are not uncom- 
mon In the French section. Do 
we complain? No we don't but 
it's time we did! 

.This brief on billnguallsm had 
some pretty strong demands. 
Now it must be noted that my 
letter to Lambda concerning this 
brief was In direct .reply to the 
first UNABRlDGEDsummarypr- 
esented by the French section of 
the SGA-AGE. May I say that 
here Is where you'll And the 
"meat" of their wishes— the ac- 
tuality of their dreams. After 
all, as Etienne St. Aubln him- 
self said at a recent SGA-AGE 
meeting I attended--" We (mea- 
ning the French section of Lau- 
rentian) have been working on this 
brief for some eight yearsnow." 



And this is where I should 
like to summarize the two most 
imposing of their demands. 

First, that English and French 
twmandl tor y subjects outof grade 
13 for admission into First Year, 
at Laurentlan. The word "must" 
was underlined in the text so I 
use"manditory "asaproper sy- 
nonym. Now -I ask— what is an 
English -speaking grade. 13 stu- 
dent going to do with French if 
he or she wishes to study scien- 
ces In University? Surely we can 
see the waste of time and sense- 
less work load. The other univer- 
sitleslln Ontario have seen it; net 
notably Ottawa Universlty-an un- 
questionably bilingual Insitutlon.

University recruit from Quibec 
students from this year forward 
until by stages, the French sec- 
tion's normal minimum propor- 
tion to the overall Laurentlan 
enrolment reaches 33.1% I could 
suggest that all English-speaking 
students read and re-read this 
section very careftjlly — 

Now, If the NORMAL 33.1% , then 

why do we have to recrultfrom 
Quebec and not another province 
like Manitoba. Manitoba has 
French-speaking students I am 
.sure. Pm also sure that these 
many English-speaking students 
who would like to take courses 
entirely In- French. These are 
true-blooded WUngualists but 
where do you And bilingualists 
in Quebec? 

A few weeks ago (before I) 
became so popular as a hard- 
core English Separatist); I ex- 
perienced the spirit of billngua- 
llsm here at Laurentlan. I was 
reading an article In Le Lambda 
and as so often happens I was 
stumped by a few words. Rather 
then run to the library for a

student In the cafeteria for a 
translation. He stared at me for 
a second and said nothing but in- 
stead returned to his bowl of 
pea-soup which, just by coinci- 
dence, happened tobeenihemenu 
that day.

Sure, I can see thedlstressof the 
French student leaders when they 
see their ranks diminishing. I 
sympathize with them but their 
methods for curbing this cannot 
be accepted, I believe in peace- ' 
fol co-existence, but if they want 
a fight on the terms of the brief, 
Til do everything I can to finish 

it. 

No one blames the French-Ca- 
nadiens at Laurentlan for defen- 
ding their rights of language and 
culture but when they begin to 
impose and infringe on the rights 
of the majority then strong words 
are in order.

not for the purpose behind It. 
This brief angered meand others 
so much that with the insuring 
deadline of Lambda (in a matter 
of. minutes) It was all my dull 
mind could muster In defence. I 
am glad to see such a positive 
reaction in the November 8th e- 
dliion of Le Lambda. Perhaps 
Mllngualfsm at Laurentlan isn't 
dying after all, but then again, I 
rather think it is! This Isnotmy 
wish, only my prophecy.

On Thursday October 10, sixty 
students and faculty members 
staged a sit-in outside the L.U, 
B.S« They demanded public re- 
view of the store's financial re- 
cords and an Investigation Into 
Its book-pricing system by a 
committee consisting of both fa- 
culty and students. This peace- 
ful demonstration was staged 4 by 
some who felt definite action con- 
cerning the L.U.B'S. was requi- 
red. Professors Complain: 

Widespread discontent exists 
among the faculty Involved, The 
French Department had difficul- 
ties obtaining books even though 
orders were placed last April. 
Their own channels of commu- 
nication enabled them to get cer- 
tain texts. Father A, Glrouard, 
French Department head, stated; 
"If the administration feels that 
the book store is being run a- 
dequately, then nothing can be 
done. "He suggested a more 
protfessional staff and perhaps 
more personnel. 

Professor Michael McKlnney 
-of the English Department had 
cut-backs in the number of books 
he had ordered. He feels that 
the manager, though conscien- 
tious! lacks experience In mana- 
ging the store. "They are slow 
and disorganized. Last year, 
books were returned before stu- 
dents or teachers were notified. 

Professor H. Greason of the 
English Department, felt that the 
high cost of 'shipping should be 
examined as well as the pricing 
of books. He commented that the- 
re Is a difference in price for 
professors and students. He su- 
ggested that students organize a 
Co-operative Society similar to 
that at Oregan University, where 
a professional manager Is hired, 
and a 10% surcharge on books 
is used to cover all expenses. 
Year-end rebates on profits are 
given to students who hand In 
their cash-register slips. 

Professor H. Albert of the 
University of Sudbury, Philoso- 
phy Department complained about 
the delay In the arrival of books.

A section of books should be a- 
vallable to students at all times. 
Coles has a better philosophy 
section than the L.U.B.S., com- 
mented Albert. He also felt 
that prices were too high, and 
that hard-cover books wereoften 
ordered Instead of paperbacks. 
Paperbacks are sufficient for the 
undergraduate," Albert also sta- 
ted that when a professor pur- 
chases books from the L.U.B.S, 
he is entitled to a 10% discount. 

Professor V # Berens, also of 
the University of Sudbury Phil- 
osophy Department felt that the 
faculty was uninformed as to the 
book shortage." The book store 

snouid cater jo the student's in- 
terests. It Is too big an enter- 
prise for its present administra- 
tion. They are Innefflcient; the 
atmosphere in the place is morb- 
id due to the heat; the books get 
dry and dusty, the staff discon- 
tent." 

Father Cadieux, head of the 
History Department ,- claimed 
that books were ordered last May 
for his department, and therefore 
any shortage was not the, fault 
of his department. 

BOOK STORE POSITION; 

Richard Morin, L.U.B.S. ma- 
nager, blamed high shippingcosts 
and Canada customs for the high 

prices. "However, the Canada 
Customs In Sudbury stated there 
are no duty taxes onedue^Jional 
literature. Morln also said^that 
the store had been moved three 
times in the past year; the last 
a mere week before classes. No 
carpenters were sent by the ad- 
ministration and the manager was 
forced to build book shelves 
himself. He also stated; "The 
girls worked hardin 90O temper- 
atures. Some were 111 and con- 
sequently had to leave. The 
shortage of books is mainly due 
to the postal strike, the wide- 
open registration, the larger than 
expected enrolment, and thede- 
lay on the part of departments in 
■handing in order-formsv

During the current book store 
dispute, several queries were 
made concerning the possibility 
of off-campus book stores. Co- 
"Jes ^d Wolfe's were two stores 
mentioned* 

Soon after their establishlngln 
Sudbury, Coles Book Store re- 
quested a book list from the uni- 
versity administration, Theywer 
e flattely refused on the basis that 

administration had only one avai- 
lable copy! You people (LAU- 
RENTTAN) refused us a list* 1 ' 
commented a Coles representa- 
tive. Coles would be willing to 
sell 80-80% of the paperbacks 
on demand* It would not take- 
over the franchise, nor would It 
sell any of the hard-cover books. 
This last decision was based on 
the fact that the cost, shipping 
and handling of the said books 
i§ too involved and risky tor them 
to undertake. Coles added that 
the best possible service (on the 
sale of paperbacks In order to 
facilitate the student's studies. 

Wolfe's Stationers was unsure 
of the extent of the L ? ,U.B,S. 
franchise and to avoid a clash did 
not venture Intothe sale of this 
year's texts. Wolfe's Indicated 
a willingness to sell many of the 
books In the future, but would not 
take over tho franchise, Wolfe's 
would prefer being one of 2 or 3 

stores engaged In the sale of uni- 
versity books, thus enablingeach 
to purchase a lesser number of 
texts. This would also reduce the 
Individual risk of loss, and provi- 
de the best possible services, 

PRESENT SITUATION: 

There is the general notion to- 
day, November 7, that those stu- 
dents who participated In the Oc- 
tober 10 sit-In were sucked In, 
Since then, the whole matter was 
thrown to anunofQclal" AD HOC

During the said meeting, the 
following questions were asked by 
Professor DlNorcia:

Mr. Nurmi answered that the 
operation of the store comes un- 
der the Boards jurisdiction, as 
does everything concerning mon- 
ey. 

(2) "Couldn't some kind of sys- 
tem be established to correct the 
information of status of orders 
situation In order that* profes- 
sors ordering becontlnuousiyin- 

formed as to the availability of 
texts?" 

Dr. Cioutier gave the example 
of the Department of Classlcswh 
ich ordered books In April and 
was told August 28 that they were 
not available,

Many other questions remain, 
unanswered to this day. Why 
aren't students and professors 
allowed credit or the use of che- 
ques in purchasing books? Why- 
aren't books classified under cou- 
rse number rather than being 
sectioned Into the financial re- 
cords of the book store? Given 
these records all In order, no 
reasonable objection should be 
raised! The question "Would 
students receive refunds if er- 
ros were found in the pricingof 
the books?" was answered with 
a promising * YES' by Mr. Nurmi, 
Therefore, all who did not keep 
their receipts of book purchases 
should make ' it a habit In the fu- 
ture. And, all students who have 
collected them should continue 
until the end of the year* It mav 
prove beneficial. 



(FINANCIALLY). m '\ 

On November 8, 1968, Mr. C. 
Nurmi was interviewed concer- 
ning the problems of the book 
store. At 10:30 SLm.one hour la- 
ter, the folio wing information had 
been given. 

The pricing policy of L.U.B.S. 
Is the same as that of McMaster 
and many other universities. If 
this is (he case, the students and 
professors of McMaster should 
definitely Investigate, - 

All books received from the 
U.S.A, Involved the exchange of 
American dollars to Canadian 
dollars, which is a costly affair. 
But, why raise the price of books 
from Montreal, England, France, 
to so high a price? Brokerage 
is not the cause of high prices. 
Three years ago, cheques were 
accepted at the L.U,B*S. As a 
resultormanyN.S,F. cheques, it 
was decided to bandoo the poll- 
«cy* Today administration has 

reapproved the acceptance of 
cheques at the book store.TMs 
new policy will be effective on 
Monday November 18, 1968. . 



The innericiency or disor- 
der In the present book store Is 
due to the claim (on the part of 
Mr, Nurmi) that some faculty 
members arrive late In August 
and order their books at that 
time. Orders must be given at 
least three months before clas- 
ses. The confusion was also* 4 * 
the end result of poor shelving and., 
storing systems, and the lack of 

staff. Mr, Nurmi stated that th- 
ere was grave need of a 'token 
staff for all small Jobs. 



CONCLUSION: 



The many contradictions In 
this article Indicate a lack of 
co-operation on someone's part. 
To whomever it may be, there is 
still time to cooperate. And to 
the students, don't lose your cool 
yetl If the Com, Com. can ever 

see the financial records and the 
ordering policy of the L.U.B.S., 
many a problem shall be solved I

Berkeley strikes for black studies 



BERKELEY, California 



Hoping to either win their demands or "close this place down**, 
University of California students suspended their strike till Nov. 6 in 
the hope of organizing a more effective strike. 

The strike, sparked by the university's denial of credit for an 
experimental course in racism taught in part by Black Panther leader 
Eldridge Cleaver, lasted in effect only a day and a half. 

Estimates of the strike's effectiveness vary. Strike leaders est!* 
mate 25% %of Berkeley's 28,000 students stayed away from classes 
but the professional press estimates no more than 10%. 

Rick Brown, main spokesman for the students called the strike 
••fairly successful" and said It had given "unity and organization" to 
the movement. Demands have now been expanded to include the hfx* 
ing of more members of minority groups by the university and the 
establishment of a black studies department by next fall.

OTTAWA (CUP) — The social 
sciences faculty of Ottawa Univer- 
sity is preparing for trouble this 
week. 

Some 400 students walked out of 
classes for two days last week to 
come up with proposals for change 
In their education ond have given 
the faculty one week to respond 
to their demands. 

Students leaders soy they will 
call a general strike if the pro- 
posals aren't adopted. 

The demands fall in six specific 
categories: 

• BHingunllsm— French students 
demand they be permitted to write 
papers and exams in French, ex- 
press themselves in the language 
and that employees be bilingual. 
Well over 80 per cent of the stu- 
dents are French. 

• University and society— en- 
dorsement of universal accessibi- 
lity and free education. The money 
for free education would come 
from government employment of 
students during the summer months 
in return for payment of tuition 
in the fall. 

•University government— equal, 
tripartite representation on all uni- 
versity decision-making bodies. 

• Course and crcdltation struc- 
ture — detailed proposals for a re- 
vamping of the promotion system, 
and course and degree require- 
ments. 

• Teaching technique— restruc- 
turing of seminars, new definitions 
of faculty and student roles, course 
evaluations, set qualifications for 
staff, more funds for teaching as- 
sistants. 

• Libra ry and documentation 
center— proposals for a documenta- 
tion centre and an expanded li- 
brary with periodical sections and 
study rooms. 

The students compiled a 30- 
page report and presented it to 
the faculty Friday. 

They have called a general meet- 
ing Friday for faculty and students 
to discuss the faculty position. 

During the boycott CUS sent the 
following telegram of support to 
the students:** CUS expresses soli- 
darity with the students of the 
faculty of social science who seek 
to determine their own educational 
environment. 

"We congratulate them for hav- 
ing taken this initiative and having 
successfully resisted administration 
pressure to undermine their fight 
for self-determination.'* 

Administration Capitulates 

WINNIPEG (CUP) — The 
University of Manitoba admin- 
istration hfla virtually capitulat- 
ed lo student demands in an 
effort lo break through a mas 
sive procedural tangle in the 
government of the university. 

The administration agreed to 
open the Senate, allow election 
of a student to the board of 
trustees, and has left selection- 
of student senators in -the hands 
of -the student council. 

The students have refused to 
fill six senate scats for two 
months because the administra- 
tion refused to grant the conces- 
sions. 

The students have an unbeat- 
able hand, the provincial legis- 
lature restructured the univer- 
sity government, .but the new 
bodies cannot meet until stu- 
dents ait on the senate.

- general election of deans, department chairmen and the college 
president 

A. K. Velan, a governor, called for student participation at all 
levels of university government. 

Terry Copp, past presider* *f the faculty association, called for 
election by the total community ol senior academic officials. 

Loyola administration president Fatridk G. Ma lone. S. J„ said the 

administrators' s role was simply to carry out the day to day running 

of the institution and to implement policies determined by the 

academic community. 

The proposals now go to the senate for discussion and possible 
implementation.
